March 15. 


Highway Director W. W. Mitchell 


.said the division would go out of ex- 
istence Tuesday "partly as an economy 
measure and because its operations i 
were maintenance division functions." 
He said Booth would be retained until 
affairs* of the dviision were cleaned up. 


Six employees will be affected by 


tbe abolition of the division which 
will be absorbed by the maintenance 
division headed by Engineer F. A. 
Gerig, To take care of the 
traffic 


functions Mitchell said, a bureau of 
road information would be established 
at once in Gerig's department. 


Personnel of the new bureau will be 


.selected from ''experienced employes 
of the traffic department," 
Mitchell 


said. Ho did not say how many of 
the six employes would be re-employ- 
ed. Last week 16 traffic supervisions 
under Booth were laid off because of 
' lack of funds." 


"Wo intend to salvage the best parts 


and personnel of the traffic division 
and carry on," Mitchell said. "There 
will be no impairment of highway de- 
partment services. 
Of course all of 


the .services of the traffic division will 
not continue."

The new farm program was out- 


lined in a speech Tuesday by County 
Agent Clifford Smith before the Hope 
Kiwanis club meeting at Hotel Barlow. 


Mr. Smith urged all farmers who 


wish to participate in the program to 
immediately sign work sheets in order 
to bcome eligible. 


On March 12 all farmers who pro- 


duced cotton in 1937 will be given an 
opportunity to vote on the cotton 
marketing quotas. The question will 
be: 


"Do you favor marketing quotas for 


cotton in 1938?" Mr. Smith appealed 
for the farmers to support this ques- 
tion and vote yes. 


After supplies reach certain levels, 


marketing of the crops is regulated 
through the imposition of quotas. The 
farm act puts the quotas1 into effect, 
but Ui<ey are subject to rjection by 
referendum vote of producers who 
vole on March 12. 


The farm act intends to control the 


surplus by providing penalties on 
sales in excess of quotas, Mr. Smith 
said.

Air is the first need of mankind for

Engineers have invent- 
ed and manufactured the necessary 
devices for controlling ihe tempera- 
ture .and moislure of the air in indi- 
vidual rooms, in great buildings, in 
factories, in trains and other convey- 
ances. 
.What we need to know, wohever, is 
whether .or not human beings are Jess
